The state department also refused 
to throw any light on the loan cancel- 
lation proposal. 

Mr. Houston appeared before the 
judiciary committee to be heard on 
the Reed resolution which questions 
the legality of the treasury’s adminis- 
trative acts in making foreign loans 
and to prevent further payments on 
foreign credit balances. 

Secretary Houston said he had al- 
ready written Senator Lodge he would 
not make any further “ commitments ” 
for advances or attempt to complete 
negotiations now pending for the re- 
funding of the foreign debt. 

He does intend, he said, to make fur- 
ther advances to foreign governments 
to which he already has “ committed ” 
this government if called upon to do so. 

“Do you mean that you will pay 

out more money?” Senator Kellogg 
asked. “What is the total of these 
possible further payments?” 
“ Possibly $75,000,000,” the secretary 
replied; “but none to Great Britain. 
There are the following approximate 
credit balances existing: Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, $6,072,000; France, $50,496,000: 
Greece, $33,236,000; Italy, $34,921,000 
and Liberia, $4,974,000.” 


Advances to Greece, 


Assistant Secretary Nicholas Kelley, 
who was present, admitted many of 
the foreign governments had not paid 
the interest on what they owe to us, 
It was explained some commitments 
had been ‘made to Greece, totaling 260,- 
000,000 frames. This, the secretary ex 
plained, Was in pursuance of a contract 
under which America, France, and 
Great Britain were each to advance 
that sum. 
“Will you furnish us with a copy 
of that contract?” Senator Reed asked. 
“I do not think it ought to be made 
public,” the secretary replied. “I have 
already agreed to appear before the 
foreign relations committee in execn- 
tive session. But I think it would be 
very unfortunate to make it public.” 
The committee discussed loans made 
to the Kerensky government before 
and after its fall. Boris Bahkmetef,, 
Kerensky representative, received 
$250,000 ae late as 1920, to pay embassy 
expenses here. Later, this was repaid. 
After Kerensky fell advances were 
made to his representatives, on the ad- 
vice of the state department, totaling 
something less than $100,000,000, in or- 
der, it was explained, that American 
firms could be paid for materials fur- 
nished Russia and avoid bankruptcy. 
Other Overtures Made. 
LONDON, Feb. 8.—The Daily Mail, 
commenting today on Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s utterances regarding the allied 
debt, says that more than one such 
overture has been made.

T. B. CONQUERED? 
SWISS SAYS SO; 
FINDS VOUCHERS 


PARIS, Feb. 7.—After a lapse of 
about seven or cight years Prof. D’Ar 
sonval, member of the institute of the 
Academy of Medicine, has presented a 
report to the French Academy of Sci- 
ences on the curative treatment of 
tuberculosis by a new method discoy- 
ered by the Swiss bacteriologist, Henry 
Spahlinger. 

The method was first applied in 1913 
and 1914 in hospitals in England, 
France, and Switzerland on patients 
suffering both from the minor forms 
of tuberculosis and advanced phthisis. 
Since that time those patients who 
were pronounced cured have been Kept 
under observation. All of them are 
declared to be in good health, and they 
havé shown no symptoms of a relapse 
for the last six years, although they 
underwent no further anti-tubercular 
treatment of any sort. 

These results are vouched for, among 
others, by the London physician, Dr. 
Leonard L. B. Wililams, Fellow of the 
Royal Society of Medicine and other 
scientific bodies. 

The treament takes the form of in- 
jections of anti-toxins and ferments. 
which are modified according to the 
condition of the patient.. Briefly, it 
aims first at eradicating the acute 
symptoms, then immunizing the pa- 
tient, completing the cure and erevent, 
ing a relapse. 

As originally described before the 
Academy of Medicine by Prof. Letulle, 
the method consists of intra-muscular 
injections. It is claimed that the treat- 
ment causes the closure of lung cavi- 
ties and the disappearance of the bacil- 
li.

“Separation from the empire is 
economic impossibility,” said he. “ Not 


_only is England Ireland's only market 


for agricultural products, but Ireland 
depends on England for coal and raw 
materials for its industries. It cannot 
deny Ireland its share of these things 
now, but would conserve them for itself 
in time of scarcity against the demand 
of an independent Ireland.” 

{I gathered from Mr. Pollock and 
other Belfast men that Ulster is will- 
ing to come to a settlement with the 
south, even before the new parliament 
is established, if it can do so within 
the empire. 

“Jokers ” in Home Rule Act. 


One impelling reason is that several 
“jokers” have been discovered in the 
home rule act which promise serious 
complications. For instance, either 
Irish parliament is alldWed to tax ne- 

ble instruments, bills of exchange. 
etc., in addition to the imperial tax 
now imposed. 

This might be used to drive from the 
southern market immense volumes of 
Ulster bills, bank notes, and checks, 
causing endless confusion in the trade 
relations between the two _ sections. 
This is only one “joker.” Another is 
the proportional representation and the 
method of electing the parliaments. 
The Ulsterites claim it lets in an un- 
due proportion of Sinn Feiners in the 
northern parliament, even if the Ul- 
sterites were all united. But with 
temperance, labor, farmers, and other 
parties forming there is a possibility of 
a Nationalist majority, which, of 
wourse, would vote immediately for an 
Irish union as provided in the act.

EW YORK, Feb. 7.—(Spe 
cial.]—When Jack Britton 
and Ted Lewis faced each 
other in the ring at Madison 
Square garden tonight they en- 
gaged in their twentieth bout, as 
far as available records testify. . 
No other two boxers in the ring 
have clashed in as many battles. 
This in itself made a unique 
fracas. Britton is the oldest cham- 
pion and has a record longer than 
that possessed by any other active 
boxer today.

RAISING OF CALVES. 


RODUCERS of beef cattle can 

well afford to give more attention 

to the growing of calves. There 
is a shortage Of cattle, and the 
Quality can be greatly improved by 
better breeding, and? by the’ use of 
better methods in feeding the calf 
while young. 

Belgium .has a unique way of feed- 
ing calves, and farmers from there 
have introduced it in this country. 

For the first ten days the calf is 
fed warm whole milk freshly drawn. 
Limit the feed, morning and night, to 
one-half gallon. After that the whole 
milk is gradually diluted with skimmed 
midk, until finally the latter is fed 
alone. Whole milk is subst'tuted by 
giving hay and oats with a handful of 
oil meal. Milk is fed for about twenty 
weeks, the dry feed is increased, and 


the calves are then turned on grass.
